G ettysburg froze up over the week­ 
end, Arctic weather arriving S a tu r­ 
day 
afternoon 
on 
the wings of a 
howling 
west 
wind. 
Tem peratures 
were rapidly shot downward until the 
mercury stood at various points be­ 
tween 2 degrees below zero and a few 
degrees above in various parts of the 
county during Sunday night. 
The gale continuing Saturday night 
and Sunday, little rise in tem perature 
was experienced 
through 
the 
day, 
and the cold found its way through 
every crack and cranny of buildings 
so that constant attention was re­ 
quired to keep furnaces tired up to 
their maximum heat. 
Despite every effort to prevent the 
occurrence, numerous cases of froz­ 
en w ater pipe- were reported in Get­ 
tysburg Sunday, and plum tier* here 
were
